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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-14, 17, and 18, drawn to a substrate polypeptide for ADAMTS-13. 

Group II, claim(s) 15-16, drawn to a method of measuring ADAMTS-13 activity. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and 11 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature of Group I is a substrate polypeptide for ADAMTS-13. 

The technical feature of Group II is a method of using the substrate polypeptide to 

measure ADAMTS-13 activity. 

However, Remuzzi et al. (Blood, (2002) 100(3): 778-785; cited in IDS filed 4/15/05) 
teaches a polypeptide comprising the A1-A2-A3 domain of vWF. Remuzzi et al. 
discloses that if the polypeptide is kept in contact with blood plasma that the activity of 
ADAMTS-13 can be tested. The Al through A3 domains comprise amino acids 1242- 
1875 of SEQ ID NO:1. Jenkins et al. (Blood (1998) 91(6): 2032-2044; cited in IDS filed 
4/15/05 teaches the cleavage site of human vWF. It would be obvious to the skilled 
artisan that various fragments containing a cleavage site of human vWF described in 
Jenkins et al. could be used to measure the activity of ADAMTS-13. Therefore, the 
technical features that link Groups I and II are not special technical features. 



Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must
